Begins at Merced, 


Blood-spots Found on the Clothes of 
‘the Accused Man. 


His Whereabouts on the Night of the 
Crime Unknowa, 


A Large Number of Witnesses Called 
to the Stand—Another Shoot-— 
ing Occurs. on tho 
Ivett Place. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Mencep (Cal,) Nov. 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Justice of the 
Peace Robertson called his court to 
order this morning for the purpose of 
giving a hearing to August O.sen, the 
man arrested tor kiliiug Join Ivett,a 
wealthy rancher, 9n November?. ‘The 
defendant was present, accompanied 
by his attorney, N. H. Llatton of Mo- 
desto. District Attorney Breckinridge 
asked that Court Reporter Ostrander 
be appointed to serve as a reporter in 
the case, and that B. F, Fowler, Dis- 
tict Attorney-elect, bo recognized as 
associate counsel for the prosecution. 
The defense then asked for an order 
excluding all witnesses from the court- 
room. At his request it was granted, 
and the trial of the case began by about 
thirty-five witnesses being sworn. 

The first two witnesses, Mrs. J. W. 
Gibbons and Miss Vacaro, testified 
that they knew Olsen and that they 
met a mau on the road near the Mug- 
let ranch on the Sunday eveniug of the 
murder. Miss YVieuaro positive 
that it was Oiseém and described his 
dress and horse. He was at Mugler’s 
piace and had @ companion. Olsen 
was on horseback and was wearing a 
white hat with about a three-ineh 
brim. He bad @p overcoat on and 
biue overalls. She noticed nothing 
tied to his saddl@, She did not notice 
~Olsen’s companion and could not de- 
scribe him. Mrg, Gibbons was sure 
thafit was Olsen, but remembered 
meeting two mem at Mugier’s ranch. 

Mrs. Harsley, wile of the postmaster 
at Snelling, swom@ that Olsen came to 
the office aftef dark Sunday night, 
November 9, @@@ asked for Ivett’s 
mail, but she, n@&’ Knowing him, made 
him wait till hegehusband came from 
the rear of tr@ptore.. Harsléy swore 
that he waited g@@ Olsen, but he had 
no mail.. Olsenwore a light slouch 
hat and cassim@ge pants and a long 
overcoat.

I left the ranch then and 
went to La Grange to notify Mrs. Ol- 
sen, lvett’s mother-in-law, and did not 
get back until after the body had been 
moved. I did not see the Chinese cook 
Sunday afternoon. We ate supper by 
candle light. We had cards, music, 
dancing aud a general good time Sun- 
day, but all were on good terms, and 
there was no quarrelling. The ranch 
is akind of puvlicplace. People come 
there, eat, feed their horses and go 
away and no questions are asked. 
About 20 men were present Sunday.”’

WASHINGTON, Noy. 28.—[By the As- 
sociated The Postmaster-Gen- 
-eral,in his annual report, shows during 
the past year, over $200,000 saved on

once apparent. ‘That portion of the docu- 


ment outding Mr. Hazard’s position reads as 


follows: 

‘**The Supreme Court of our State having 
decided that the power to enact laws of 
this character rests with the people, it _ 


therefore, manifestly the duty o 
those’ charged with the enactment 
and enforcement of the laws to 


comply with the will of the majority when 
plainly expressed. I do not believe that be- 
cause I entertain views antagonistic to 
those of the people, whose servant I am, 
that l have aright to ignore their wishes 
on the subject. A claim like that cannot 
be maintained under a republican form of 
government iike ours. We are but imple- 
ments to carry into effect the will of the 
people. Although I vetoed the ordinances 
providing for this election, it became 
an ordinance by the necessary number 
of votes notwithstanding, and as ef- 
fective for all purposes as though I 
had signed it. Having under that ordi- 
nance elected to exercise ny rights asa citi- 
zen to shape the result of that election to 
accord with my views of right, as I have ex- 
pressed them herein, by voting against clos- 
ing the saloons, and became defeated there- 
by, what right have I now to fail back and 
ignore the resu!t of that election. The 
same reason applies with equal force to 


those opposed to the ordinance, as they: 


endeavored to control the election in 
their behalf, they alike are bound by 
the result, no suggettion baving been made 
to me by any of them that they expected 
anything else. Now, while we concede on 
the ground of fairneas that they are entitled 
to the fruits of this election, it does not 
carry withit the right to raise the license 
which these people pay to carry on this bus- 
iness—that is to say: Are we justified in 
requiring them to pay a license for the time 
during which we compel ‘them to reinain 
closed? 1 do not think so,and 1 believe you 
will agree with me on the subject.” 
Thus it will be seen that, wnen the saloon 
men themseives do not want a reduction of 
their license, and the members of the Coun- 
cil who were favorable to the saloons voted 
against it, there was no other course for the

BEGULAR CIRCUS, 


.An Exciting Mseting of the Reform- 
ers Last Evening. 

The Reformors held another meeting last 
night in the Armory Hall building; and of 
all the Kilkeuony conventions or meetings 
ever held in this city, this one certainly 
took the prize. An ordinary Democratic 
convention would be like a peaceful prayer- 
meeting compared to the gathering last 
night. A good, old-fashioned primary of 
the bloody Eighth Ward, controlled by the 
toughs of the town, wouldn’t have been a 
circumstance to the Reformers’ meeting of 
last night. At one time it looked as though 
a free fight would occur. After Hadgprd’s 
name had been taken down and J phir- 
ley Ward’s substantiated, Richar ni- 
gan, an attorney of this city, sprang for- 
ward with an upraised cane and attempted 
to brain Rev. Mr. Collins, a minister of the 
city. He was pale with pas- 
sion, and only the. intervention of 
the by-standers prevented what might 
have been a fatal encounter. «Every speaker 
was interrupted by cries, cheers, yells, cat- 
calls and hisses. Lt was a strange gather- 
ing. Prohibitionists fraternizead with Dem- 
ocratic toughs. Political bums fervently 
grasped the hands of, ministers of the 
gospel, while the adherents of Hazard 
yelled for their man and were answered by 
the allied cheers of the long hairs and the 
Democratic toughs. 

Tne Prohibitionists and long hairs, as- 
sisted by a great gathering of Democrats, 
succeeded in capturing the meeting and 
placing Ward’s name on the ticket as their 
candidate for mayor, The Hazard faction 
were headed by W. J. Foley, Alfred Moore, 
M. Langdon, O. J. Sullivay and Richard 
Dunigan. 

Dan Linstein, Rev. A. M. Hough, Rev. J.

MAYOR HAZARD, THE CITY AND

Henry T. Hazard should be reéiected 
Mayor of Los Angeles next Monday.. 
The public interest requires it; the 
merit of the man justifies it, and 
the city’s necessities demand it.

ATTACK 


Parnell’s Manifesto to the 
People of Ireiand. 


He Assails His Former Allies and Re- 
\veals Party Secrets, 


Gladstone and Morley Declared to Be 
Enemies to the Cause. 


The Leader Will Probably Be De- 
posed at Monday’s Mesting of 
the Nationa!ists—Press 
Opinions. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

LONDON, Nov. 28.—|By Cabie and 
Associated Press.}] The manifesto 
which Parnell promised to issue today 
dealing with ail the questions involved 
in the present political crisis, was m&de 
public this afternoon. It definitely 
settles that Parnell will not volun- 
tarily retire from the leadership. The 
manifesto is of great length and sets 
forth why, in Parnell’s opinion, it 
would be disastrous to the best inter- 
ests of the party for him to withdraw. 
Parnell defies his political opponents 
and appeals to the people of Ireland 
to sustain himinthe action he has 
taken. 

Parnell’s manifesto is very lengthy. 
He begins by saying: 

The integrity and indspendence of a sec- 
tionof the Irish Parliamentary party having 
been apparently sapped and destroyed by 
wire-puilers of the Liberal party, it has be- 


come necessary for me, as leader of the 
Irish party, to take counsel with you, 


and, having given you the Kknowl- 
ledge which is_ in my posses- 
‘sion, ask your judgment upon the 


matter, which now solely devoives upon you 
to decide. ‘he letter from Gladstone to 
Morley, written for the purpose of influ- 
encing the decision of the Lrish party in the 
choice ot a leader, and claiming for the 
Liberals and their leaders the rightofa 
vote upon the choice is the simmediate 
cause of this address, the purpose of which 
is toremind you and your Pariiamentary 
representatives that Ireland considers the 
independence of her party as her only 
safeguard witbin the constitution, and 
above and beyond all other considerations 
whatever. 

Tne threat in that letter, repeated so in- 
solently in many platforms, and in. numer- 
ous British newspapers, compels me to put 
before you information which, previous to 
this time, was solely in my possession, and 
which will enable you to understand ina 
measure the joss with which you are threat- 
ened it you consent to throw me to the 
— wolves now howling for my destruc- 
tion. 

Parnell then tells how, at Howarden, 
last November, he received from Glad- 
stone the details of that gentleman’s 
and his colleagues’ proposal with yegard 
to Home Rule in the event of the next 
general election favoring the Liberal 
party. Upon the subject of Irish 


members in the Imperial Parliament,” A Large Majority of the Nationalists 


Giadstone told him that in order 
to conciliate English public opinion it 
would be necessary. to reduce the 
Irish Representatives from 103 to 32. 

Upon the settlement of the land 
question Gladstone intimated that 
while he would renew his attempt to 
settle the matter by imperial legisla- 
tion on the lines of the land purchase 
bill of 1886, he would not undertake to 
put any pressure on bis .own side; in 
Other Words, that Irish legislation was 
not to be given the power of settling 
the agrarian difficulties. With re- 
gard to the control of the Irish con- 
stabulary it was stated by Gladstone 
that, in view of the necessity of con- 
ciliating English public opinion, 
it would be necessary to leave 
this force to the appointment 
of its officers under control of imperial 
authority for an indefinite period, 
while funds for its maintenance would 
be compulsorily provided out of the 
lrish revenue. A period of ten or 
twelve years was suggested as the limit 
of time during which the appointment 
of judges and resident magistrates 
should be retained in the hands of the 
imperial authorities. 

Passing to expressions on these 
points, which, Parnell says, represent 
his views then aud now, he says, with 
regard to the reténtion of the Irish 
members, that he holds that, with the 
concession of full powers to an Irish 
legislature equivalent to those of a 
State of the American Union, the 
number and position of the members 
so retained would become a question 
of imperial concern and not of pressing 
or immediate importance for the inter- 
ests of Ireland. But with the important 
and all-enyrossing subjects of agrarian 
reform, constabulary aud judiciary ap-- 
pointments left either under imperial 
control or totally unprovided for, it 
would be the height of madness for any 
Irish leader to imitate Grattan’s ex- 
ample and consent to disband an army 
which has cleared the way to victory. 
Parneil continues: 

I further undertook to use every lagiti- 
mate influence to reconcile Irish public 
opinion tothe gradual coming into force 
of the new privileges and to the postpone- 
ment necessary for English opinion with 
regard to constabulary control and. judicial 
appointments, butl strongly dissented from 
the proposed reduction of the number of 
members during the interval of probation, 


and pointed to the absence of any suitable | 


project of land settiement by either Parlia- 
ment asa constitutional and overwhe!ming 
drag upon the prospects of permanent peace 
and prosperity in Lreland, 

At the conclusion of the interview 
Parnell was informed that pending the 
general electiou Gladstone and his col- 
leagues were agreed that silence should 
be preserved with regard to these 
points of difference. ‘The absence of 
any provision for the settlement of the 
agrarian question of any policy on the 
partof the Liberal leaders, Parnell 
says, filled him with concern and ap- 
prebension. 

On the introduction of the Land 
Purchase Bill by government 
at the commencement of last session, 
Morley couferred with him. Ilaving 
any regard to the avowed absence of 
policy on the part of the Liberals, 
Parnell strongiy advised Morley 
against avy direct challenge on the 
principle of State-aided land purchases 
and that all effurts on the second read- 
ing should be directed to the assertion 
of the principle of local control. 

In this Morley agreed with bim, but 
was at the same time hampered by the 
extreme section of his party, lea by 
Labouchere, and in a 
view lmpressod upon Parnell the neces- 
sity of meeting the reading of the bill 


with a direct negative, and asked him 


to undertake the motion. Parnell says: 

I agreed on the condition that | was not 
to attack the principle of the measure, but 
confine myself to a criticism of its details. 
I think that his was false strategy, but it 
was strategy adopted outof regard to Eng- 
lish prejudice and Radical peculiarities. I| 
did the best possible under the circum- 
stances, and the several days’ debate on 
the second reading contrists favorably 
with Labouchere’s recent abortive attempt 
to interpose a direct negative to the first 
reading of a Similar bill yesterday. 

Just before the commencement of 
this session Parnell had another inter- 
view with Morley and impressed upon 
him the impolicy of an oblique method 
of proceedure with reference to land 
purchase and tbe necessity and im- 


portance of providing for the question 
of local control and limitation in the 
application of funds. 

Parnell continued: 

He agreed with me, and I offered to move 
on the first reading of the bill an amend- 
mentin favor of this local control, advisina, 
if this was rejected, that it might 
be left to the dicala on the sec- 
ond reading to oppose the principle 
of the measure. -I left Morley under the 
impression that this would be my duty, but 
in addition. be made a remarkable proposal. 
leferring to the=probable approaching vic- 
vory of the Liberals, he suggested some con- 


| siderations as to the future of the Irish 


party, aud asked me whether I would be 
willing to assume the office of Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, or whether I would allow 
anotuer member to take the position. 
He also put before me the desira- 
bility of filling one of the law 
offices of the crown in Ireland by a loyal 
member of my party. 1 told him, amazed 
as 1 was at the proposal, that I could not 
agree to forfeit in any way the inde- 
ndence of the party or its members. Tha 
rish people had trusted me because they 
believed that the declaration I made in Cork 
in 1880 represented my conviction, and that 
1 would on no account depart from it. 

I consider Morley’s propusal that we 
should allow ourselves to be absorbed into 
English politics as one based upon entire 
misconception of our position. In conciu- 
sion Moriey directed my attention to a pian 
of campaign in regard to the estate. He 
said that it would be impossible for 
the Liberal party when it attained 
power to doanything for these evicted 
tenants by direct. action, and_ it 
would also be impossible for the Irish 
Parliament under the powers conferred to 
do anything for them; and flingiog up his 
hands with a gesture of despair, he ex- 
claimed: 

“Having never. been in Tipperary 1 do 
not know what to propose,” 

1 told him that this question was alimited 
one. Funds would be availbie from Amet- 
ica and elsewhere for the support of those 
tenants as long as necessary, and this dif- 
ficulty should not be allowed to interfere 
with the general interests of the country. 

Parnell says that he alludes to this 
matter only because within the last 
few days there has been a strong argu- 
ment forhisexpulsion. If the Liberals 
come into power at the next election 
under this plan of campaign the ten- 
ants will suffer. He has shown that 
the Liberals propose doing nothing for 
them and is entitled toask that the ex- 
istence of these tenants, whom he has 
supported in every way in the past and 
will congiaue to support, shall not con- 
stitute The reason for his expulsion 
from Irish politics. 

Parnell says that during the ten 
years’ of independence of the Irish 
Parliamentary party it has, because of 
its independence, forced upon the 
English people the necessity of grant- 
ing home rule to Ireland. He believes 
that the party will obtain home rule, 
provided it remains independent of 
any English party. In conclusion, he 
gays: 

ldo not believe that any action of the 
Irish peop!e in supporting me will endanger 
the Home Rule cause or postpone the estab- 
lishment of an Irish parliament; but even 
if the danger were to be realized, believe 
thatthe Irish people throughout the world 
would agree with me. Postponement would 
be preferab!e to the compromise of our na-. 
tional rights by the acceptance of a measure 
which would not realize the aspertaions of 
our race. |

The Firm Has Boen in Trouble for 
_ Some Months—Its Capital 
Tied Up in Outside

The failure of 
K, Jamison & Co., bankers and brok- 
ers, Was announced on the Stock Ex- 
change this afternoon. The firm closed 
their doors and made assignment to 
Samuel Justine Thompson. No state- 
ment of liabilities or assets is yet 
made. The suspensionaeresulted from 
the failure of the firm to realize upon 
assets. It has been known for the 
past few days that the firm wasina 
shaky condition through the stringency 
of the money market, coupled with the 
failure of Barker Bros. & Co., but 
there were hopes that financial aid 
would come in time to avoid suspen- 
sion. 

Wednesday, at the close of business, 
it was said that this assistance would 
bs available this morning, and as busi- 
ness was resumed as usual, it was be- 
lieved that the trouble had been passed. 

Two thousand shares were sold on 
the Stock Exchange this afternoon for 
the account of Jamison & Co. The 
firm always had a high reputation, and 
the opinion is general this afternoon 
that the failure will not be abad one, 
or that other moneyed institutions will 
be seriously affected. .The firm was 
the Philadelphia correspondent of a 
large number of country banks, and it 
is said that the failure was hastened in 
some degree by these institutions call- 
ingin loans to the firm and closing ac- 
counts in consequence of the present 
stress in financial circles. 

It was reportec this afternoon that 
Jamison lost considerabie in the St. 
Paul and Minneapolis Mortgage and 
Trust Company, which organized last 
year. The firm really haS been “in” 
trouble several months and has been 
trving to extricate itself from ‘the difii- 
culty.

ON A BURNING SHIP. 


LOSS OF THE MISSISSIPPI 
STEAMER T. P. LEATHERS. 


Passengers Jump Overboard and 
- Swim Ashore to Avoid Burn- 
ing to Death—Several 
Were Drowned. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

NeW ORLEANS, Nov. 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.| A telephone mes- 
sage from Bayou Sara gives. the fol- 
lowing particulars of the loss of the 
steamer T. P. Leathers yesterday. The 
fire was first discovered amidships, on 
the starboard side, in apile of sacks 
of seed surrounded by tiers of cotton 
bales. The boat was in mid-stream, 
under way. The fire had gotton such 
a hold upon the inflammable material 
that it was impossible to eMinguish it. 
The captain ordered the boat headed 
forthelanding. The passengers and 
crew ran about the burning vessel 
crazed with terror. 

The peopie gathered on the front 
deck to be as near the shore as possible 
and waited tbere as long as they could 
while the steamer was being driven in 
under full steam. As the boat neared 
the bank those of the rousters who 
could swim jumped into the river, aud 
before the boat was within a hundred 
yards of the bank the water was biack 
with struggling men. The officers of 
the boat stood to their posts and did 


passengers from jumping ito the 
river, ®When the boat got withina few 
hundrad feet of the bank even the fore 
deck became so hot that it was im- 
possible to stay there. 

All on board were compelled to jump. 
for their lives. Most of them were 
provided with life preservers, and it is 
beiieyed that all those who waited 
until the last moment to jump got 
safely to,shore. Lucy Hill, first cham- 
‘bermaid, jumpesfrom, the cabin deck 
and broke her leg, Those known to 
have been drowned are McNorris, 
steward; the first cook, Walker, of 
Texas; ‘Tender Hamilton Jones, and a 
rougter named Wright—all colored, 
and a white deck pussenger, name not 
known.

THE REFORMERS’ BAD SPLIT. 


A Lively Time at the Meeting Last 
 Night—The “Truly Good” in 
Session — General 
Notes. 


The agony is over. It has been definitely 
ascertained that Mayor Hazard will approve 
the ordinance for the Sunday-closing of 
saloons, It was learned yesterday that 
representatives of the liquor men called 
upon the Mayor, when he informed them 
that he was compelled to approve the 
ordinance, pursuant to the terms of his 
inessage, in that the only reason he did not 
sign it when it was first presented to him 
was that be thougt a ratable reduction 
should be made in the license, which all 
admit to be fair, But as thé saloon men 
disclaim any desire to have it reduced, hence 
no reason exists for withholding his sigua- 
ture. This leaked out during the day anda 
was confirmed by the. action of the liquor 
nen at their meeting last night in refusing 
to indorse Mayor Hazard, and on examin- 
ing his message to the Council, the con- 
sistency of Mr. Hazard’s position was at 
once apparent. ‘That portion of the docu- 
ment outling Mr. Hazard’s position reads as 
follows: 

**The Supreme Court of our State having 
decided that the power to enact laws of 
this character rests with the peoples, it is, 


therefore, manifestly tl duty of 
those charged with th enactment 
and enforcement of the laws to 


comply with the will of the fuajority when 
plainly expressed. I do not balieve that be- 
cause I entertain views an nistic to 
those of the people, whose ain, 
that have aright to iguore their wishes 
ou the subject. A claim like that cannot 
be maintained under a republican form of 
government like ours. We are but imple- 
ments to carry into effect the will of the 
people. Although I vetoed the ordinance 
providing for this election, it became 
au ordinance by the necessary number 
of votes notwithstanding, and as ef- 
fective for all purposes as though I 
had signed it, Having under that ordi- 
nance elected to exercise my rights asa citi- 
zen to shape the result of that election to 
accord with my views of right, as Il have ex- 
page them herein, by voting against clos- 

ng the saloons, and became defeated there- 
by, what right have 1 now to fall back and 
ignore the result of that election. The 
same reason applies with equal force to 
those opposed to the ordinance, as they 
endeavored to control the election § in 
their behalf, they alike are bound by 
the result, no suggettion having been made 
to me by any of them that they expected 
anything else.. Now, while we concede on 
the ground of fairness that they are entitled 
to the fruits of this election, it does not 
carry withit the right to raise the license 
which these people pay to carry on this bus- 
iness—that is to say: Are we justified in 
requiring them to pay a license for the time 
during which we compel them to remain 
closed? 1 do not think so,and L believe you 
will agree with me on the subject.”

ATTACK. 


Parnell’s Manifesto to the 
People of Ireland. 


He Assails His Former Allies and Re- 
veals Party Secrets. 


Gladstone and Morley Declared to Be 
Enemies to the Cause. 


The Leader WIIl Probably Be De- 
posed at Monday’s Meeting of 
the Nationalists—Press 
Opinions.

Lonpon, -Nov. 28.—{By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The manifesto 
which Parnell promised to issue today 
dealing with all the questions involved 


in the present political crisis, was made 
It definitely 


public this. afternoon. 
settles that Parnell will not volun- 
tarily retire from the leadership. ‘The 
manifesto is of great length and sets 
forth why, in Parnell’s opinion, it 
would be disastrous to the best inter- 
ests of the party for him to withdraw. 
Parnell defies his political opponents 
and appeals to the people of Ireland 
to sustain himinthe action he has 
taken. 

Parnell’s manifesto is very lengthy. 
He begins by saying: 

‘The integrity and independence of a sec- 
tionjof the Lristi Parliamentary party having 
been appatentiy sapped and destroyed by 
wire-puilers of the Liberal party, it has be- 
come necessary for mo, as leader of the 
Irish party, to take counsel with you, 
and, having given you the knowl- 
ledge which in my posses- 
sion, ask your judgment upon the 
matter, which now soiely devoives upon you 
todecide. ‘Khe letter from Gladstone to 
Morley, written for the purpose of influ- 
encing the decision of the Irish party in the 
choice of a leader, and claiming for the 
Liberals and their leaders the rigntofa 
vote upon the choice is the simmediate 
cause of this address, the purpose of which 
istoremind you and your Parliamentary 
representatives that Ireland considers the 
independence of her party as her only 
safeguard within the constitution, and 
above and beyund all other considerations 
whatever. 

Tue threat in that letter, repeated so in- 
solently in many platforms, and 1n bBumer- 
ous British newspapers, compels me to put 
before you information which, previous to 
this time, was solely 1u my possession, and 
which will enable you to understand ina 
measure the loss with which you are threat- 
ened it you consent to throw me to the 
a wolves now howling for my destruc- 
tion.

to conciliaté English public opinion it 
would be necessary to reduce the 
Irish Representatives from 103 to 32. 

Upon the settlement of the land 
question Gladstone intimated that 
while he would renew his attempt to 
settle the matter by imperial legisla- 
tion on the lines of the land purchase 
bill of 1886, he would not undertake to 
put any pressure on his own side; in 
other words, that Irish legislation was 
not to be given the power of settling 
the agrarian difficulties. With re- 


| gard to the control of the Trish con- 


stabulary it was stated by Gladstone 
that, in view of the necessity of con- 
ciliating English public opinion, 
it would be necessary to § leave 
this force to the appointment 
of 1ts officers under control of imperial 
authority for an indefinite period, 
while funds for its maintenance would 
be compulsorily provided out of the 
Irish revenue. A period of ten or 
twelve years was suggested as the limit 
of time during which the appointment 
of judges and resident magistrates 
should be retained in the hands of the 
imperia! authorities. 

assing to expressions on these 
points, which, Parnell says, represent 
his views then and now, he says, with 
regard to the retention of the Irish 
members, that he hoids that, with the 
concession of full powers to an Irish 
legislature equivalent to those of a 
State of the American Union,) the 
number and position of the members 
go retained would become a question 
of imperial concern and notof pressing 
or immediate importance for the inter- 
ests of Ireland. But with the important

Archbishop Walsh Refuses to Ex- 
press an Opinion.
